Than Forty Public Buildings Built 
Or Improved During Period 


SAN FRANCISCO—More than 40 
public buildings and 65 miles of 
roads and streets were built or im- 
proved in El Dorado County by 


WPA workers in five and a half | 


years, Northern California Work 
Projects Administratod William R. 
Lawson revealed here today in his 
report just sent to Washington. 

The period, Lawson said, covers 
the time between the start of the 
Federal work program in July, 1935, 
to and including December 31, 1940. 

“This summary of WPA work is 
a record of physical contributions 
to community wealth in many 
fields of public works,” he explain- 
ed. “The accomplishments included 
construction, improvement, addition 
of extensions to eight schools; 10 
recreational, storage, office and ad- 
ministrative buildings; eight dormi- 
tories; two garages; a 200-foot steel 
bridge; 46 culverts; road drainage 
ditch and pipe; sidewalk and paths; 
four school play- 
grounds; a park; an athletic field; 
three diversion dams; and over 100 


| miles of firebreaks and fire and 
| forest trails.” 


In the provision of outdoor re- 


and three diversion dams were con- 
structed; a well dug; and 22,020 
feet of water mains and distribu- 
tion line, storm and sanitary sew- 
ers, and retaining wayys and re- 
vetments built. Further, 6,000 acres 
of land were made available for ir- 
rigation purposes. 

“During these five and a half 
years the WPA has contributed 
much to ‘the physical plant of El 
Dorado county by giving work to; 
many needy persons who otherwise 
would have been idle,” Lawson com- 
mented in discussing the report. 

“The buildings that have been 
erected and modernized have help- 
ed to improve the functioning of 
educational and other governmental 
services.

Germans Have Failed In 
More Than Week to Claim 
Specific Regional Gains 


By UNITED PRESS 

Evidence increased today that So- 
viet forces had slowed the fast 
pace of the Nazi blitzkrieg divisions 
in Russia at least for the moment. 
The Nazi high command again gave 
tacit confirmation of this develop- 
ment by again admitting “severe” 
fighting along the huge 1800 mile 
front. 

The German high command’s ad- 
mission of “severe” fighting was the 
second such report in two days by 
the official communique. This ap- 
peared to bear out Russian accounts 
and those to minor Nazi propa- 
gandists of the terrific battles be- 
ing waged by so-called “encircled” 
Russian forces pocketed many miles 
behind the Nazi spearheads point- 


| ing toward Moscow, Kiev and Len- 
| ingrad. 


There has been no German claim 
of any specific regional gains for 
more than a week. The last such 
claim was to the capture of Smo- 
lensk. Reports this week from both 
Russian and German sources have 
indicated the &ey. city on the high- 
way to Moscow 235 miles away still 
is in Soviet possession. 
| Nazi propagandists hinted today 
that the Luftwaffe may launch an 
all-out attack on Leningrad, Mos- 
, cow and Kiey because of indica- 
| tions that the Russians will not sur- 
, render the cities without a street- 
by-street and house-by-house fight. 


The German air force raided Mos- 
; Cow last night for the fourth suc- 
cessive night, but the attack appar- 
| ently was small scale. 


In London it was admitted by the 
| admiralty that the 1,375-ton de- 
Stroyer Fearless was lost and a mer- 
chant ship damaged in an Italian 
attack upon a British convoy in the 
central Mediterranean Wednesday. 

The Royal Air Force was proceed- 
ing with its unprecedented air at- 
tack upon the continent. It fol- 
lowed up yesterday's daylight raids,
